YEAGY INQUEST 
BLAMES SPEED 
FOR FATALITY 


Found to have been driving at an 


pxcpssive .<pecd when the accident 
occurred which claimed the life of 
Wilmer Yeagy. Gettysburg college 
freshman, revocation of the driver's 
license of Richard D. Sheads, 17. a 
classmate, was recommended in a 
verdict returned by a coroner's jury 
Tuesday' afternoon at an inquest 
conducted into the fatal crash. 


Yeagy died at *11:23 o'clock the 


night of December 15 in the Warner 
hospital, here, from shock, frac- 
ture of the skull and a crushed 
chest. He was thrown through the 
windshield of the Sheads car when 
it rolled over a mile north of here 
on the Harrisb"urg road after the 
driver had lost control of the ma- 
chine. The youths were enroute to 
their homes at New Oxford when 
the crash occurred. 


The Inquest was conducted in the 


grand jury room in the court house 
Tuesday afternoon, getting under 
way about 2:30 o'clock. It had been 
intended to hold the probe at the 
scene of the crash, but weather con- 
ditions brought a change in the ar- 
rangements. Dr. Edgar A. Miller, 
Adams county coroner, conducted 
the hearing. The testimony of five 
witnesses was heard by this jury: 
William A. Taughinbaugh, Ottavio 
Conti, J. William Mcllhenny, Roy 
Weaner. Robert King and Robert 
Deatrick. The verdict was reached 
less than 15 minutes after the tes- 
timony closed. 


Road Slippery 


Through his attorney, Richard 


Sheads announced he would make 
no statement to the jury. However, 
the first witness. Officer Glen F. 
Henry, who -.investigated, .read .a 
statement, made to him by Sheads 
on the evening of the accident. The 
youth was quoted as saying that he 
had been driving north at a speed 
of 40 miles an hour. He passed a 
aus near the John Mcllhenny farm 
suildings and then saw a truck coni- 
ng onto the highway from his right. 
He swung to the left, applied his 
brakes, traveled a few hundred feet 
and upset, the statement continued: 


In his further testimony the of- 


ficer described skid marks that ex- 
tended for nearly 300 feet to the 
point where he found the wrecked 
car on' its side along the east'edge 
of the highway.' The car had skid- 
ded for over 200 feet on the hard- 
surfaced section and for about 75 
feet on the berm before turning 
over. The officer said that when he 
arrived at the scene a half hour 
after the accident the roads were 
"rather slippery." 


2 Eye-Witnesses Testify 


The officer stated that his investi- 


gation failed to show any bus had 
been in the vicinity at the time and 
that he had learned that a truck was 
standing in a gateway six feet from 
the eastern edge of the road with its 
lights shining across the road about 
the time of the accident. 


In answer to a question from a 


juror as to whether in his opinion 
a car could have skidded the indi- 
cated distance if its original speed 
was only 40 miles an hour, the of- 
ficer answered in the negative, but 
added that "it might have at an ex-. 
cessSve speed." 


Important testimony was given by 


Roy and Paul Fissel, Orrtanna, the 
only eye-witnesses of the accident 
disclosed in the police investigation. 
Roy Fissel said he and his brother
